Cover B«ds with Straw in Winter and 


with Two Inches of Leaf Mold 


iu Summer. 


The secret of lily culture Is the fao" 


that most of the desirable sj>etl«?s make 
roots above the bufb. as well as beloV. 
It is extremely important to preserve 
the feeding roots thrown out by thai 
portion of the stea: \vhlch is above the 
bulb, but below the surface 
of 
in? 


ground. The way to do this is to muk-n 
the lily bed both summer and winter. 
1. e., cover it about two laches deep with 
fine leaf mold in summer and about 
three inches deep with strawy litter in 
winter. 


The summer mulch prevents the es- 


cape of moisture from the soil and 
keeps the rosts that feed near the sur- 
face moist and cool. These are condi- 
tions which are needed by all surface- 
feeding plants, e. g.. rhododendrons anJ 
laurel. 
Consequently 
the 
proper 


thing for the millionaire to do is to 
plant lilies by the thousand among his 
rhododendrons. Thus he gets two crop- 
of flov.-ers on the same ground, and his 
Hies have the advantage of a good back 
ground in the broad-leaved evergreens, 
for mo?t lilies have unworthy foliage of 
their own. 


Lily culture is a very special thing. 


and it will pay to follow closely these 
directions for making a lily bed: 


Dig ten inches deep, but in a three 


Inch layer of broken bricks 
or small 


stones, as lilies must have perfect drain- 
age. Cover this material with an inch 
of sand. Set the lily bulbs on this cush- 
ion of sand and drop a hanflful of sand 
on top of each bulb. Then fill your bed 
with six inehss of fine, rich, mellow soil, 
containing plenty of well-decomposed 
manure. 
Be very careful not to have 


any fresh manure near the bulbs, as i*. 
will ruin them. Cover the bed with 
three inches of strawy manure. 
Next 


spring remove the straw and after the 
plants are six inches above ground put 
on two inches of fine leaf mold. 


The following require deep planting 


say six inches: 
Lilium auratum. ele 


gans, speciosum. tigrinum. 


The following do not 
make roots 


above the bulbs and therefore require 
shallow planting, say, four 
inches: 


Lilium Canadense, candidum, Chalce 
Jonicurn and superbum.—\Vilhelm Mil- 
ler. 


SWEETBREADS FRICASSEE. 


One May Let Fricassee Stand Over 


Night, in the Morning Adding 


Cream and Eggs. 


This toothsome dish is made from a 


pair of sweetbreads, grain of cayenne 
a little grated nutmeg, a little pepper ana 
salt, one egg. two tablespoonfuls o 
cream, a teacupful of cold water, twr 
ounces of butter and half an ounce o 
flovrir. Put on the sweetbreads in plentj 
of water. When it boils let them cook 
for five minutes, then plunge in a basin 
of cold water. Wash them well and re 
move any discolored part and cut in 
small pieces. Melt in a stew-pan, twr 
ounces of butter, then add the dry flou 
and cold water. 
When this boils ad( 


the pepper, salt, cayenne and nutmeg 
Pin in the pieces of sweetbread am 
allow them to cook slowly for three 
quarters of an hour. If this is allowe- 
10 cook too fast the same is in danger o 
scorching. 
After the sweetbreads an 


cooked, boat up one egg light and ad( 
two tablcspoonfuls of cream. Pour thi 
gradually over the sweetbreads 
ant 


stir over the fire for a couple of mm 
mes. /rhis must not boil. The fricassee 
can be made over night and the cream 
and eggs added in the morning.—Chica- 
go Inter Ocean.

His mantle 
fell gracefully upon the shoulders of 
his elder daughter, and .Mrs. Winder 
was notaibly a fit representative of 
her honored father. 


When the Mont Vernon Ladies' As- 


sociation was formed for 
the pur- 


chase and preservation of Washing- 
ton's 'homestead, Mrs. Goodwin, the 
mother of Mrs. Winder, was one of 
the original and active members and 
so continued for many years. This 
association is now represented by a 
Regent and Vice Regents from each 
of the states interested in the enter- 
prise. Mrs. Townsend of. New York 
is the Regent. About ten years ago 
Mrs. Winder <was elected as the Vice 
Regent from New Hampshire and for 
several years attended at and 
was 


deeply interested in the annual as- 
semblages' of the Association at Mont 
Vernon. 


Mrs. Winder was also a member of 


the Colonial Dames, and of an asso- 
ciation composed of the descendants 
of the governors "of New Hampshire.

city, but it has in no way dismayed 
them.
